The first act of the big campaign 
la the disposal of a large number of 
season tickets to the basket ball 
games and track meet. In order to 
accomplish this. It will be necessary 
to have the full cooperation of the 
student body, and the organisation 
of a competent corps of boosters to 
sell these tickets to the students. It 
is planned to secure some live stu- 
dent In every class, fraternity, soror- 
ity and society In the University, 
who will make a full canvass of his

The latest registration figures from 
all departments of the University show 
encouraging increases in the enroll- 
ment in every college. Columbian 
College and the Dental School both 
show an increase of almost fifty per 
cent and the Law School is close be- 
hind them with about a forty per cent 
increase. The Medical School is the ' 
onl^v one which does not show any 
gains and fhis is due to the increased 
entrance requiremehis of a year’s pre- 
medical work In an arts and sciences 
college. The fact that the enrollment 
did not decrease is a tribute to the 
high standing of the school. 

Especially gratifying is the increase 
in the number of full-time students In 
the Arts and Sciences Department. 
To meet the increased demand for 
more courses In the early part of the 
day several additions have been made 
to the number of the faculty who de- 
vote their entire time to teaching. 

The figures given include all regis- 
tered Up to and Including Saturday. 
October 3. .1914, and are compared 
with those of a similar time last year.

ceremonies were held in the 
year Assembly Hall. 

If the numbers at the opening ses- 
sion can be accepted as a prediction 
of future enrollment, ail attendance 
records of previous years are certaiu 
to be eclipsed, for not only was the 
large hall packed to its capacity, but 
overflow' groups were gathered at ev- 
ery door and window. While the en- 
rollment is of course still incomplete, 
present indications are that the in- 
crease will he chiefly among the 
morning classes and also that the 
percentage of college graduates 
which has always been high, will be 
further increased, both ot which 
facts are exceedingly pleasing to the 
authorities. 

The full faculty was seated on the 
platform when Admiral Stockton, af- 
ter formally opening the session, as 
President of the University, introduc- 
ed the new head of the Law Depart- 
ment, Dean Everett Fraser. Dean 
Fraser directed bis talk particularly 
to the new students, warning of the 
difficulties to be overcome in legal 
education emd advising of the proper 
methods of study to adopt. Former 
District Commissioner Henry B. F. 
McFarland, then spoke (or the Board 
of Trustees, congratulating the school 
upon its new head and welcoming 
bis "brotherB-and-sisters-ln-lsw” as be 
termed them, to the profession. 

Professor Walter C. Clephsne was 
tbs speaker tor the (acuity and he 
mentioned during Us talks, the com- 
ing convention of the American Bar 
Aaaoolatlon which wUl be hsld in 
Waahlngton thla fnlL nrginc student 
attendance at the mssUnga.

In furtherance of the action taken 
by the National Pan-Hellenlc Con- 
gress at Its convention last spring 
the Pan-Hellenlc Association of . the 
University, composed of representa- 
tives of the three national womep's 
fraternities with chapters here, sent 
a circular letter to each of the local 
high schools stating that after Sep- 
tember 1, 1915, no members or alum- 
nae of high or prep school Greek 
letter secret societies will be admit- 
ted to membership In any of the 
national college women's fraternities 
unless they forego all connection 
with the high school organization, 
giving up their, pins and other In- 
signia and having their names 
erased from the sorority -lists. 

The National Pan-Hellenic Con- 
gress which promulgated the ruling 
Is' a convention of the eighteen 
national college women's fraternities 
and Its action Is binding on the mem- 
bers of the Congress. The action Is 
part of a systematic war on high 
school secret societies by college 
fraternities. In recent years the col- 
lege fraternities have been the ob- 
ject of much criticism by the general 
public and in some States drastic 
legislation has been passed toward 
the abolition of fraternities. The 
college men and women (eel that the 
greater part of this criticism is due 
to high school organizations whose . 
outward form Is similar to those of 
the universities but whose purpose Is 
wholly different, being chiefly (or 
purely social purposes. To protect 
themselves the fratemltlee have been 
forced to make war on their high 
school imitators with the ultimate 
aim of completely annihilating them. 

Several of tbe men's fraternities 
have already passed laws prohibit- 
ing the initiation of members or 
alumni of high school Greek letter 
societies but the action of the Pan- 
Hellenic Congress Is the first con- 
certed step of a large number of 
fraternities. It Is expected that the 
men's fraternities will soon take 
similar united action. 

The George Washington Pan-Hel- 
lenlc Association is composed of 
representatives of Pi Beta Phi, Chi 
Omega and Sigma Kappa. Mlse 
Joanna Best, of Sigma Kappa, la 
president and Miss Flora Hull of PI 
Beta Phi, Is secretary-treasurer. The 
letter sent out by the Association was 
addressed to tbe principals of tbe 
several high schools with tbe request 
that It be read in the assemblies ot 
the schools and brought to tbe at- 
tention ot the secret societies. 

Dr. Emory Wilson, principal of 
Central High BchooL said In refer- 
ence to the letter sent out by the 
Bororltiee of Ueorge Washington: 

"Abolish high school sororitlesT 1 
tall to see how tbe measures proposed 
by the college organisations will deal 
a death blow to tbe aocletlea of tbe 
high schools. The plan Is simply an 
agreement among the college societies 
not to admit girls froiu the sorori- 
ties ot ths high schools. 

"Tbe majority ot the higb a^Kiol 
girls do not go to wllegs and tbare- 
tor« this agreement would tova HUM 
aOeet on the aauUar .

In turn 
he will be directly reaponsible to the 
Board of Trustees tor all debts in- 
curred by the Association.

In the fall of 1910, however, poor man- 
agement of the football team com- 
bined vrith adverse conditions and 
lack of BupervlBion threw the Athletic 
Association into debt to the extent 
of about two thousand dollars. At 
this point the faculty stepped in and 
forbade the continuance of athletics 
until the debt should be wiped out 
. Then began a long struggle to 
raise the necessary money. Every 
possible method to obtain money from 
the student body was tried with ever- 
diminishing success. Theatre bene- 
fits, popular subscription campaigns, 
benefit inneheons and shows follow- 
ed in rapid succession but still the 
debt remained. With the prohibition 
of athletics the students were loth 
to part with their cash. Once a year 
an attempt was made to revive the 
Interest in athletics and reduce the 
debt by holding an indoor track meet 
but with nothing else to stimulate 
the desire for athletics each meet 
netted a deficit instead of a profit 
and only added to the burden. 

In the winter of 1913-14 a basket- 
ball team was put on the fioor but 
the oonditions under which it was 
■nanagad prevented it from produc- 
ing any profits although it was guar- 
anteed against loss. Last year the 
basketball team was organised and 
finished a creditable season with no 
balanoe in the treasury but with all 
debts paid. At the same time, by 
means ot a benefit vandeville ehow 
staged by the loyal women students 
of the University, and a theatre ben- 


Your committee has voted to notify 
the creditors of Mr. Slarrow that the 
University disclaims all responsi- 
bility for the accounts lA unpaid by 
Mr. Slarrow. Notice to this effect 
was sent to Dieges and Clust over a 
year ago, for this firm asked before 
delivering the goods to Mr. Slarrow 
if the University would assume re- 
sponsibility In case of Mr. Slarrow’s 
inability to pay. They were told that 
the University would assume no re- 
sponsibility whatsoever. This dis- 
claimer has since been repeated.

New Library Rules For 

Arts and Science Library. 

Owing to the fact that, due to lack 
of care on the part of the students 
to list properly and to return l>ookB 
taken from the library, books were 
misplaced and In some Instances lost, 
the faculty promulgated last May a 
new set of library rules. 

The Hatchet In Its last Issue of 
last year published what It believed 
to be this new set in Its final form, 
but several changes were made In 
them later. The rules as given below 
are the official form as approved by 
President Stockton on May 23, 1914. 

NEW LIBRARY RULES. 

.1. No book, pamphlet or periodi- 
cal shall be taken from the Library 
without having been recorded by the 
Librarian or by the assistant In 
charge. 

2. No book, pamphlet or periodi- 
cal shall be retained beyond 9 a. m., 
of the second day following Its witb- 
drawal, without special permission 
from the Librarian or the Assistant 
Librarian. 

3. Texts assigned for supplement- 
ary reading in any course shall be 
specifically reserved by the officer 
In charge of the course, and these 
books shall not be taken from the 
Library without the written or per- 
sonal consent of such officer. 

4. No book, pamphlet or periodi- 
cal shall be replaced on the shelves 
by students, nor concealed In any 
way whatever, but shall be left on 
the reading tables. AH books, pamph- 
lets and periodicals left on the read- 
ing ' tables shall be replaced on the 
shelves by the assistant in charge 
as soon as they are no longer In use. 

5. Students violating any of the 
above rules shall be reported to their 
Deans tor disciplinary measures. The 
Deans in their discretion may impose 
suitable fines for such violations. ^
